Town Gets Substantial CD Funds 


Andover was among the highest 
recipient of federal surplus pro- 
perty received through the state 
civil defense agency in 1969, 

Through the efforts of Burton 
B. Batcheller, civil defense 
director, the town received two 
generators and trailers valued at 
$92,200 when new, according to 
Statistics released this week by 
the agency. For the two units, to 
be used in the new public safety 
center on North Main street, the 
town paid $204,

received by the town to $94,840.11.

Batcheller said the two units, 
mounted on trailers, are now in 
Andover and crated ready for 
emergency installation, 

Andover was third in the amount 
of equipment obtained. Somerset, 
with a quantity of electronic equip- 
ment was first and Barnstable 
county second, 

Batcheller noted that the acqui- 
sition of the property was a good 
find for the town, While its original 
value has probably decreased, as 
listed by the agency, its value to 
the town would be substantially 
the same,

The questioners are mostly citi- 
zens living outside of the Central 
school district who remember last 
year’s study of school population 
needs which stated that Sanborn 
and South, as well as Central, 
should have expansions. They 
evidently want to know whether 
the decision of put Central first 
was just an alphabetical one. Some 
also ask if the town shouldn’t just 
update Central, if it’s old- 
fashioned, and get on with addi- 
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scheduled to begin at 7:30 p.m. in 
Memorial Auditorium in the East 
Junior High school. A quorum of 
350 is needed and town officials 
are somewhat concerned about at- 
tendance. 

Dr, Albert J. Greenberg, chair- 
man of the finance committee, re- 
ported Wednesday, that his group 
had not made a final decision on 
the major financial items con- 
cerning the expansion of the 
Central school, 

He said additional discussions 
were scheduled with Dr, Kenneth 
R. Seifert and Town Manager J. 
Maynard Austin, regarding the re- 
quest for planning funds for the 
school addition and acquisition of 
land for the school. 

Greenberg said he would dis- 
cuss with Dr, Seifert amendment 
of the article seeking $80,000 for 
preliminary drawing and architec- 
tural fees. At present the school 
department wants $80,000. The 
FinCom wants the figure reduced 
to $10,000-$12,000 and then will 
allow the issue to be heard. 

As for the land acquisition, 
obtaining property on Whittier 
Court, the FinCom wants a ne- 
gotiated figure and is opposed to 
any eminent domain proceedings. 

Dr. Greenberg said that his com- 
mittee, which ultimately may dis- 
approve the articles in principal, 
would still allow the issues to 
reach the floor.

Summer Workshops 


Where Have All 
The Hours Gone? 


By Helen M. Eccles 


Curriculum development takes 
time, Groups of Andover teachers 
are more and more involving them- 
selves in selecting, developing and 
improving the curricula that make 
up the educational programs of 
Andover students, Changes incur- 
ricula, in turn, demand more time, 
for teachers to familiarize them- 
selves with new programs, new 
materials, new methods. 

In the past three years, summer 
workshops have provided the hours 
needed for curriculum develop- 
ment, particularly at the elemen- 
tary level, which chooses to move 
into its continuous progress edu- 
cational program with a cater- 
pillar, instead of a catapult, 
approach, Deliberate speed. 

Four teacher workshops were 
operating this past summer, and 
the school committee last week 
heard reports fromthe elementary 
mathematics workshop, a group of 
13 teachers representing every 
elementary school, and from the 
reading workshop, a group of 29 
teachers. 

School committee members 
heard from the workshops in social 
studies and family living curricula 
at the previous meeting, as 
reported in the last two issues of 
the TOWNSMAN, 

An issue which the school com- 
mittee and administration must 
face, and say they will resolve 
in one of the next two meetings 
is this; 

Where will all the hours come 
from to get teachers in each area 
or field of study together, to plot 
a 13-year sequential course of 
study? For that is the Strategy. 

But what will be the tactics? 
Will it be more summer work- 
shops, involving groups of teach- 
ers, summer budgets? Will it be 
inservice programs that can in- 
volve all the teachers in each 
area of expertise at the same 
time? Inservice programs mean 
release-time for pupils. Once a 
week? Or less often? 

Reading, math, social studies, 
family living - the teachers in- 
volved in all of them, are going 
to want to spread the word; mean- 
while, the administration concern 
is to have the K-12 curriculum 
caterpillar move all its legs to- 
gether, and be all of one color, 
instead of sectioned off into three, 
like the familiar brown-and-black- 
woolly caterpillar. So there may 
be some modification of work al- 
ready done in curriculum devel- 
opment, for smooth‘ ‘articulation’’ 
of the educational caterpillar. 

Another question that coordina- 
ting groups of teachers will have 
to study is articulation of the 
pupils’ day, to balance the de- 
mands of different fields of study 
on the child’s time, 

The administration is presently 
grappling with the fuzzy beast, 
and will be bringing recommenda- 
tions - on where the hours are 
coming from - to the School Com- 
mittee at its Oct. 7 meeting at

More Workshop Reports 


Miss Joyce Britton reported to 
the last meeting that the second 
year of the mathematics summer 
workshop had developed a curri- 
culum comprised of 18 levels of 
skill, using various texts at each 
level, plus films and manipula- 
tive material such as cuisonniere 
rods, puzzles and games, useful 
as visual aids to reinforce the 
understanding of the slower math 
learner and as individual progress 
tools for the faster learner. Miss 
Britton explained that the work- 
shop’s purpose was to develop an 
individualized program so that stu- 
dents cango from one level of skills 
to another, as each is mastered, 
and to comprehend mathematics 
as a system. Another purpose was 
training of: teachers in the work- 
shop. 

Miss Britton stressed that 
further development, was needed, 
of a record-keeping system on 
each student’s progress, plus a 
solid testing program, to make 
the program most useful. She also 
stressed the need of articulation 
with 7th grade math programs, 
and an inservice program to 
familiarize ll elementary 
teachers with the new math cur- 
riculum, before they taught it. 

The reading supervisor, Mrs, 
Theresa Murphy, reported that 
Andover’s third summer of read- 
ing workshops had resulted in 
specific steps and materials so 
that any teachers could operate 
an individual reading program. 
The three summers of the work- 
shop in reading, Mrs. Murphy told 
the committee members, have been 
devoted to acquainting various par- 
ticipating teachers with 24 levels 
of reading skills, analyzing various 
reading materials, to determine 
which texts do the best job of 
presenting the various skills, and 
to developing a testing program 
which can pinpoint and diagnose 
Andover children’s reading weak- 
nesses early in the game. 

She reminded them that the first 
individualized reading materials 
were presented to the schools by 
the Parent Teacher Association. 
Now Andover has a reading spe- 
cialist in each school, she pointed 
out, and is able to do a far better 
job with each student’s reading 
program than ever before. 

After these reports, as in the 
workshop reports of the previous 
meeting, the school committee re- 
gistered appreciation to the faculty 
members involved in the work, and 
a concern to extend the benefits 
throughout the system.

_ over the Central school issue. He 


said that in discussions, it was 
suggested that an alternate site 
might be best and a new school 
built to accommodate 750 to 900 
pupils. 

He said the school people were 
firm in their requests for the 
Central school addition. The Fin- 
Com chairman said they were told 
that if failure to get the funds this 
Monday, then the issue would go 
back to the voters in March. 

What happens if the over- 
crowding continues? 

Then there will be double ses- 
sions, the FinCom was told. 

‘Frankly, I think they (school 
department) don’t know where they 
are going. They came in at the 
last minute with this proposal and 
they have no alternatives. What 
they are telling the town is we 
want the Central or nothing andthe 
kids can go on double sessions. I 
don’t buy that,’? Dr, Greenberg 
Said. 

There will be several zoning 
issues facing the voters, all sub- 
mitted by the planning board, Most 
controversial among them will be 
the proposal by C. Lincoln Giles, 
to use the Curran estate on North 
Main street for apartments. 
Abutters opposed the proposal at 
planning board hearing this week. 

As for other financial items, 
the FinCom has approved many 
but has disapproved three inserted 
in the warrant by former Town 
Manager Richard J. Bowen. 

One item, to pay back bills will 
be amended. An item inthe article, 
to pay Thompson’s for a back bill 
for newspapers obtained by 
Memorial Hall library, will be 
amended to reduce the amount and 
remove 1969 bills which can be 
paid out of the current year ac- 
count of the library. 

The three articles by Bowen 
deal with lapsing money for a new 
town hall, which the FinCom says 
is illegal, another is an appro- 
priation to paint the trim on the 
town hall and install storm 
windows. 

As for this, the FinCom feels 
that such an item can wait until 
March and a determination as to 
the future of the town hall after 
the police move andthe fire station 
is demolished, 

The request for $3, 000 to provide 
spring or well water was turned 
down by the FinCom, feeling that it 
would be impossible to accomplish,

Dr. Greenberg said that as the 
matter stands, there is no way of 
determining where to put wells, 
or where to make the water avail- 
able and also that possibly $3,000 
would not be sufficient. 

This means that the FinCom 
action will prohibit the matter 
from reaching town meeting floor. 

Other items approved by the 
FinCom include $68,000 for a 
sewer project on Chestnut street, 
$6,500 to demolish the Central 
fire station, a $12,500 washout 
article for the West school addi- 
tion, correcting the bonding 
arrangements and $42,500 transfer 
of money to the conservation com- 
mission. 

Dr. Greenberg was concerned 
about obtaining a quorum to start 
the meeting and then keeping it 
long enough to get through the al- 
most 40 articles. Questioning of 
a quorum during the session and 
finding less than the necessary 
350 voters would result in either 
a continuance to another night or 
total adjournment.

tions to other schools that need 
them. 

Superintendent Seifert put on his 
glove Wednesday to field both ques- 
tions, He told the TOWNSMAN he 
wanted the public to clearly under- 
stand the school administration’s 
reasons for giving the Central 
school addition first priority. Per- 
haps Seifert was a bit discouraged 
when only 16 persons showed up at 
the warrant hearing, half of them 
officials. 

Seifert’ s points: 

(1) Sanborn, as well as West, 
will be relieved by the opening of 
the West school addition, now under 
construction, 

(2) South is relieved for now by 
Bancroft. 

(3) Central is right inthe middle. 
It’s plant is not only overcrowded, 
but inadequate to the educational 
programs the town has adopted, 
and is moving into. It must be 
modernized, 

Central’s worst overcrowding 
was relieved by redistricting some 
pupils to Bancroft, but that school 
will soon need those spaces back. 

(4) To modernize the present 
shell of Central to make it ade- 
quate to the continuous progress 
educational program,’ without ex- 
panding it, would require reducing 
its pupil capacity by at least 100 
pupils, 

Thus, said Seifert, the school 
committee and administration 
commitment to update and expand 
Central first.

Since we have witnessed such 
exciting and dramatic space 
achievements during the past year, 
we should not lose sight of the fact 
that we still suffer from many un- 
solved problems - many of them 
in the areas of medicine and health. 

Stroke is still the third largest 
cause of death in the United States 
today. Although we cannot control 
some factors which make us 
susceptible to stroke, such as our 
heredity, sex and age, science has 
demonstrated that there are other 
factors involved in stroke about 
which we can do a great deal. In 
brief, these include keeping blood 
pressure under control, watching 
the intake of cholesterol, main- 
taining normal body weight, 
Stopping the smoking of cigarettes 
and faithfully undergoing regular 
annual physical examinations. 

Unfortunately, all too few of us 
observe these precautions. It is 
easier to adopt the ostrich-in- 
the-sand attitude and ‘deny that 
such a catastrophe can happen to 

us. Therefore, each year several 
millions of people in the United 
States are crippled with strokes. 
Oxy gen Supply, To Brain 

The human brain must receive 
an adequate and constant supply of 
oxygen to function efficiently. This 
oxygen is carried to the brain in 
the red blood cells through arteries 
leading from the heart. A stroke 
partially or completely cuts off 
this supply of oxygen to certain 
areas of the brain. 

Strokes can take place in three 
areas - the arteries of the brain 
itself, in the large arteries of the 
neck, and in certain arteries at 
the base of the brain. The in- 
terruption of the blood and oxygen 
flow through these arteries occurs 
because of (1) a blood clot forming 
in the vessel (cerebral throm- 
bosis); (2) a rupture of the blood 
vessel wall (cerebral hemor- 
rhage); (3) a clot usually formed in 
the heart, that travels the blood- 
Stream to the brainfeeding vessel 
and closes it because it is' too big 
to go through(cerebral embolism); 
or (4) a growth around the vessel, 
Shutting it off through pressure 
(tumor). 

Stroke causes paralysis of the 
body on the opposite side from the 
damaged side of the brain. Inother 
words, a stroke to the right side 
of the brain causes impairment 
to motor movement on the left side 
of the body. 

Every patient is different in 
terms of what effect stroke will 
have. It can bring a degree of 
weakness or paralysis of the arm 
and leg; it can result in partial or 
complete loss of speech, it can 
cause blindness, usually partial. 
The patient may lose sensation 
in half of the body. Mental confu- 
sion may set in, And, any particular | 
patient can have any combination 
of these disabilities, 
lope For Stroke P atient 

At this point, it is important 
to stress that 80 percent of those 
suffering non-fatal strokes can be 
rehabilitated. The care of the 
patient just after the stroke - at 


the acute stage - is very important. 
Early return to walking and daily 


The team should include such 
specialists as a physician and a 
trained rehabilitation nurse; phy- 
sical, occupational, and speech 
therapists; a_ social worker; a 
dietitian; and a vocational coun- 
selor. Services of psychologists 
and psychiatrists should be avail- 
able if necessary to the overall 
program, 

Large sums of money - generous 
amounts coming from the Heart 
Association - are spent on re- 
search designed to more clearly 
define the causes of stroke and 
methods of prevention.

Telephone System 
Slated For Tests 


A new communications system 
that will help the Bell System take 
care of customers’ burgeoning de- 
mands for long distance facilities 
is being readied for a trial run.

LSD: Will It Turn You On 
Or Will It Turn On You 


No drug has caused more con- 
troversy, with the possible ex- 
ception of marihuana, than the 
strange compound known as LSD. 

Is LSD dangerous? 

Definitely yes, says the National 
Institute of Mental Health, Federal 
agency focus of a new nationwide 
attack on the abuse of dangerous 
drugs and narcotics. 

Hospital and other medical stu- 
dies show that LSD can cause 
panic, paranoia, and accidental 
death, 

Reactions to taking LSD range 
from worry, panic, and depres- 
sion to severe mental derange- 
ment, 

Days, weeks, even months after 
a dose of LSD has been taken, the 
things the user thought that he 
Saw and felt may recur in his 
mind and make him fear he is 
going insane. 

The physical effects LSD can 
produce are far from pretty. 

Eye pupils dilate, hands and 
feet shake and tremble uncon- 
trollably, palms turn cold and 
sweaty, the body shivers andturns 
chilly, goose» pimples pop out, 
breathing is irregular. There is 
loss of appetite and nausea; and 
the pulse and heart rate rise, as 
does blood pressure. 

LSD is short for lysergic acid 
diethylamide. A man-made che- 
mical first produced in 1938, it 
was accidentally discovered in 
1943 to produce bizarre effects 
on the mind when a Swiss chemist 
swallowed some LSD while work- 
ing in his laboratory. He had 
strange sensations and felt as if 
he were flying. 

Despite this soaring start, LSD 
was little explored in following 
years as far as definitive phar- 
macological studies in man were 
concerned. The weird compound 

_lay around, studied by some drugs 
researchers but ignored by most. 
Then the wave of far-out ex- 
perience seekers washed up a few 
years ago. 

LSD became the darling of the 
daring. It was claimed to give you 
great feelings and increase many 
Capacities, like sex and creativity. 

None of this has proved out. In 
fact, the reverse may be true. 
But many fables and fallacies like 
these have spread about LSD. The 
following facts come from re- 
search, not from fantasy and 
rumor. 

Studies have shown that LSD is 
more likely to decrease sex in- 
terests than to increase them. 
Paintings, writings, and other 
works by LSD-users fail to show 
greater talent; rather, the works 
are poorer when done ‘‘under the 
influence.’’ 

Worse, LSD is dangerous, It¢an 
cause panic (fear of losing one’s 
mind), paranoia (suspicion that 
‘‘they’re after me!’’), mental de- 
rangement, and accidental death. 

It has been called the most 
powerful drug in the world. No 
wonder: 25 micrograms is an 
amount almost invisible to the 
naked eye. Yet this amount will 
produce an effect in most people. 

Classed as a hallucinogen and 
psychedelic - which mean mind- 
affecting or mind-altering - LSD 
is a member of a group of drugs 
which include other compounds 
like marihuana, peyote, mescaline, 
psilocybin, DMT, and STP. 

Except for government- 
approved use for research, LSD 
is illegal in the United States. 

Because LSD is dangerous when 
not used for careful research 
under close medical supervision, 
it is closely regulated by Federal 
and State laws. These provide 
stiff penalties for illegal produc - 
tion, sale, other disposition, and, 
in some cases, for possession or 

use, 


needed about this powerful com- 
pound, broad scale research is 
underway to learn fully about its 
chemistry, animal and human ef- 
fects, and whether it can have any 
medical or other real values. 

This is another part of the na- 
tional attack on abuse of narcotics 
and dangerous drugs of all kinds, 
On the educational side, news- 
papers, magazines, radio, and 
television are enlisting in the fight 
in a new campaign to provide 
everyone with accurate informa- 
tion.

Gandhi’s Truth 

One hundredyears ago this week, 
on October 2, 1869, one of the most 
important and beloved persons of 
modern time was born.

New Students Share Interests 


Andover’s two new American 
Field Service students from abroad 
have much in common - both are 
boys, both speak similar languages 
(Spanish and Italian), both tend 
toward scientific interests. 

But Eliseo Pitty comes from a 
family with ten children while 
Giorgio Magnani was an only child 
back in northern Italy. Giorgio is 
having the new experience of dove- 
tailing into the family of Mr. and 
Mrs. Donald LeRoy, 7 Gemini 
Circle, who have two younger sons 
besides Eric, their high school 
senior son. Mrs, LeRoy said that 
having Giorgio was a treat for the 
whole family, not just Eric. 
Timothy and Richard are thorough- 
ly enjoying a new and still sym- 
pathetic older brother. 


Eliseo joins Larry Bodge, also 
a senior at AHS, as a son of Rev. 
and Mrs. J, Everett Bodge, and 
he must feel he’s rattling around 
in such a small family. The Bodges 
have two older sons, but one is 
finishing a hitch in the service, 
while the other is a radio an- 
nouncer in Keene, N. H. For the 
Bodges, having ‘‘El’’ in the family 
bring’s it back up to a proper size 
again, 

Neither Larry Bodge nor Eric 
Leroy could come to Mrs. Victor 
Duxbury’s house for tea this week, 
Both were at soccer practice at 
the high school. This makes per- 
fect sense to Eliseo and Giorgio, 
as soccer is big both in Central 


and South America and Europe, 
while football is virtually un- 
known outside of America. Satur- 
day was the first football game 
the boys had ever seen. 

El finished his high school edu- 
cation in David City, Panama, be- 
fore coming to Andover for his 
AFS year abroad. He plans to study 
electronics, and go into communi- 
cations. Giorgio has completed 
four years of “‘liceo” in Reggio 
Emilia, 100 miles from Milan, 

‘‘Liceo” is equivalent to our 
high school years plus one; the 
students have a fifth year before 
graduation. But univer sity, instead 
of graduation, awaits those who 
attended the classical liceo or, 
like Giorgio, the scientific liceo, 
Giorgio aims for an engineering 
degree. 

The point of the American Field 
Service Program, which sponsors 
year-long or summer-long student 
visits to other countries, is to 
foster understanding between 
peoples. The AFS program pro- 
vides students the Opportunity to 
be a member of afamily in another 
land, to learn to understand the 
way other peoples think and act. 

The AFS Program has brought 
El and Giorgio to Andover for a 
school year; families like the 
Bodges and the LeRoys open their 
homes to give both their AFS sons 
and their own families this oppor- 
tunity to broaden their under- 
Standing. Mrs, LeRoy points out 
that these boys have come to 


America with the idea of being 
ambassadors, of getting to know 
America and Spread understand- ‘ 
ing about their own country and 
customs. They will welcome 
chances to visit other families, 
for a meal, a day or a weekend, 
AFS Mother Mrs. LeRoy said; 
she encourages Andover families 
to call the homes where the boys 
are living to extend invitations, 

AFS works both ways. Deidre 
Robinson, now afreshman atIthaca 
College, spent last year at school 
in Switzerland, while Denise Drazy 
left Andover last February for a 
year ‘‘down under” in New Zea- 
land. Denise will return to the 
high school soon after Christmas 
for a final semester, and can let 
Andover High school students know 
what its like to be an American 
AFS-er in another land. 

AFS Committeemember Mrs. 
Duxbury told the TOWNSMAN that 
the local AFS committee is eager 
to encourage highschoolers to try 
out for years abroad, preferably 
their junior year, Applicationtime 
for AFS hopefuls is in early fall, 
SO attention ninth-graders, look 
ahead! If you are interested in 
junior years abroad through the 
AFS, talk to an AFS committee 
member this year,

Town Meeting 


A town meeting, designated as special, but provided for 
by town bylaws, faces the voters of this community 
Monday night, 

There are close to 40 articles on which decisions must 
be made. 

We know it sounds trite to repeat that attendance at 
town meeting is mandatory and incumbent upon every voter 
of the community, 

But attendance is a must, for in this, ithe so-called semi- 
annual town meeting, there are a number of articles which 
could affect the future of the community, 

School issues are prevalent. 

Possibly by Monday, the school department or the 
finance committee could make decisions which would re- 
flect on the relevance of these matters. The school depart- 
ment may be prepared to answer the question of need for 
acquisition of Property adjacent to the Central and East 
junior high schools, They have been preparing figures and 
are hopeful of avoiding eminent domain proceedings for 
the taking of land needed for Central school expansion. 

The FinCom could well disapprove financial items in 
the warrant, thus th €y may not reach the town meeting 
floor. 

The conservation commission has articles which could 
Cause controversy, 

The Planning Board has several articles, dealing with 
zoning changes, which ‘could change the nature of the 
community, 

These are but a few of the reasons, why Andover voters 
and taxpayers should attend the town meeting Monday 
night, 

An informed and participating citizen can complain when 
the annual tax bill comes. 

The person who has the “‘let George do it,’’ attitude, 
can have his complaints fall on deaf ears. 

Town meeting, as awkward as it has become in New 
England communities, remains among the last vestiges of 
early Americana. As long as it exists, it is the res ponsi- 
bility of those who subscribe to it, to make sure it works. 


Commendable 


Communities seldom come up with persons who give of 
themselves, such as is the case in Andover. 

During the past week, a release from the state civil de- 
fense agency noted that Andover was among the top 
agencies in receiving federal surplus property through its 
civil defense director, 

Andover’s director, Burton B, Batcheller, obtained for 
the town two generators, ‘the cost of which was estimated 
to be in excess of $93,000. For this the town paid the 
federal government $204. 

Alertness in Spotting such equipment, valuable and 
needed by the town, is commendable, and Andover can be 
grateful to the alertness of a person such as Mr. Batchel- 
ler for obtaining such equipment. 

The emergency generators will be used in the new public 
safety building when it is completed. 

As civil defense director, Mr. Batcheller is awarded a 
salary of a minimal nature. 

But, as such, he is asked by the town, to be alert to the 
needs of safeguarding the community, as well as being 
available to visit surplus property centers when materials 
become available. 

This year, Andover ‘‘hit it big,’’ so to speak, since he 
was there and made claim to the units which will insure 
continued power to the new police and fire Stations, in 
case of emergency. 

In these days of rising community costs, acquisition of 
needed property at bargain prices, is certainly commend- 


able,

Census Bureau To Take Survey 


Census Bureau representatives 
will take their quarterly survey of 
consumer buying and home im- 
provement expectations in this 
area during October, according to 
James W, Turbitt, director of the 
bureau’s regional office in Boston, 

The survey is part of a nation- 
~ wide effort to gather information 
used to guide Federal agencies 
and other groups in developing 
programs based on consumer 
spending patterns, A sample of re- 
sidents in this area will be asked 
if they expect to buy a house, car, 
or major appliance during the next 
year and if they have made recent 
purchases of these items, Home- 
owners will be asked about home 
improvements and repairs during 
the last three months and any 
planned for the future. 

In the most recent survey of 
the series, taken in July, families 
in the U, S. indicated that their 
plans to buy new cars were about 
the same as they had been a year 
earlier, but that expectations to 
buy houses were off sharply from 


a year earlier. The survey also 
showed a continued high level of 
expenditures for household 
durables, 


Households in the sample to be 
surveyed are not identified. All 
answers are kept confidential by 
law, and information obtained will 
be published only as statistical 
totals.

In 1952, the Boosters founded 
Andover Little League and agroup 
of ardent Boosters laid out the 
main Little League diamond at 
the Playstead.
